Conclusion 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

a. On page 3, line 19 it is not clear what is meant by "the stuffing viewpoint". 

b. On page 4, line 29 and page 6, line 35, and in Figure 2 line "A-A" should 
be "3-3", as a section line should be named for the Figure it represents. 

c. Transducer 3 should be visible in Figure 2. 

d. In claim 1 , line 5 it is not accurate to recite the air passage through "the 
rest of the seat construction" (i.e., the passage does not pass through layers 1 1 and 
12). 

e. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent 
basis for the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1 .75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). 
Correction of the following is required: There is no support in the specification for claim 
3 (the presence sensor being a pressure transducer) nor claim 6 (a blowing fan). 

f. . In claim 7, it is not accurate to the disclosure to recite the air-current- 
feeding device connected to to the layer of air distributing material. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 21 3, (Comm'r Pat. 1 935).
